Campus sexual 
assault centre?

A Sexual Assault Centre on the 
University of Alberta campus may 
become a reality as early as Sep- 
tember 1993. 

The proposal to establish the 
centre comes from the Safety on 
Campus Committee and is being 
forwarded to the Council on Stu- 
dent Life. A survey of unwanted 
sexual experiences among U of A 
students last year found that eight 
to ten per cent of students surveyed 
reported unwanted sexual experi- 
ences while attending the U of A. 

The 1991 survey also found thata 
third of students agreed that “there 
is a sexual assault problem on the 
University of Alberta campus”.The 
proposal says the survey acted as 
the catalyst for the current recom- 
mendations. 

Natalie Sharpe, chair of theSafety 
on Campus committee, said the 
University needs a specific policy 
to effectively deal with sexual as- 
sault. 

“Some policy procedure and 
protocol needs to be putinto place.” 

Sharpe said educating people 
about sexual assault would be a 
major focus of the centre. 

“We want something thatis nota 
band-aid. We don’t want a reactive 
approach, we want a pro-educa- 
tional approach.” 

Danya Handelsman, Students’ 


Union vp academic, agreed educa- 
tion would be a focus of the centre. 
She said a campus centre would 
coordinate existing services. 

Presently, if someone is dealing 
with a sexual assault or seeking 
counselling, they have a variety of 
options but Handelsman said the 
issue is not being addressed by any 
specialised group. Although Peer 
Health Educators, Campus Secu- 
rity, the U of A Psychiatric Walk-in 
clinic, Student Help,the Office of 
Human Rights, and Student 
Counselling all offer help, none 
specifically deal with sexual assault. 
She said the proposed centre would 
also prevent students from being 
lost in the University bureaucracy 
when seeking help. 

“The base of the problem is if 
students are assaulted, they don’t 
know where to go.” 

Sharpe said students should not 
disregard the proposal simply be- 
cause of the sometimes controver- 
sial nature of sexual assault. 

“The University should be a 
leader in dealing in a pro-active 
manner with sexual assault.” 

Handelsman will bring the pro- 
posal to Students’ Council Tuesday 
night to try to bolster student sup- 
port for the centre. The Council on 
Student Life will hear the recom- 
mendation on December 8 regard- 
less of council support. 


Measures don’t 
measure up

After hate graffiti was found last 
year in the Humanities Centre, 
many suggestions were forwarded 
to increase safety on campus. 
However few of those suggestions 
have been put into action. 

“At least it was turned to good 
account,” Lois Stanford, vice- 
president of student and academic 
services, said about the January 17 
graffiti incident. Stanford had pro- 
posed plans to review security inall 
U of A buildings, to publish a 
“Campus Watch” column in Folioas 
well as hold community discus- 
sions. 

In 1992 there have been complete 
security surveys done on the Tory 
Building, the Fine Arts Building, 
and on various other areas in dif- 
ferent buildings. 

Fine Arts Building chair 
Desmond Raschford said the di- 
rectors of the Music, Drama and 
Fine Arts lobbied for a security 
survey because they were con- 
cerned about how the LRT would 
compromise FAB security. They are 
also looking at installing computer 
and card lock mechanisms for long 


term security. 

“We don’t want to wait a minute 
longer than necessary,” he said. 

Stanford said the Folio column 
was not done because the informa- 
tion is available in the public secu- 
rity reports. Folio editor Ron Tho- 
mas said, “The [column] never 
materialized. Ourdirector feltitwas 
not worth doing.” 

Lack of public interest failed to 
promote group discussions. “The 
need for formal group discussions 
just hasn’t materialized,” Stanford 
said. 

Student Union vp internal 
Jolanda Slagmolen said she hopes 
to launch the SU escort service 
January of 1993. Earlier this year 
she and a group of students ap- 
proached then SU president Marc 
Dumouchel to propose a "safe 
house" program that would pro- 
vide secure areas for people who 
were being followed or threatened. 
The proposal is not currently being 
addressed. 

“It’s something I would eventu- 
ally like to see on campus,” she 
said.

However, now that Orman is no 
longer in the running and has an- 
nounced he will back Betkowski, 
Pade believes that “the majority of 
campus supporters of Orman will 
probably put their support behind 
Nancy.” 

Mike Lohner, a campusorganiser 
of the Betkowski campaign, says 
things are looking up for those who 
would like to see Betkawski as the 
next premier of Alberta. Lohner

When Craig Schacher was a boy, 
he spent his summers on the Six 
Nations reserve atOshweken, near 
Brantford, Ontario. He’d visit his 
grandparents, go fishing with his 
great-grandfather, and play with 
friends and family. 

Today, the 27-year-old is study- 
ing to be a doctor, and someday 
he’s going to give back to the com- 
munity that gave him so much. 

“T am interested in giving back 
to the Native community, but I’m 
not sure what form that will take,” 
he says. 

Schacher is co-recipient of this 
year’s Darcy Tailfeathers award. 
Tailfeathers would have been the 
first graduate of the U of A’s Native 
Health-Care Careers programme 
but he died in a car accident. 
Schacher’s co-winner, John 
Brisebois, willbe the first graduate, 
and Schacher will be one of the first 
to follow him. 

Schacher’s red hair and blue eyes 
hide his Native heritage. His 
mother left the Six Nations reserve 
to marry Schacher’s father, who is 
Jewish. His parents divorced when 
he was three, but he kept in contact 
with both sides of his family while 
growing up in Toronto. 

“I didn’t grow up on a reserve 
and I don’t have some of the awful 
storiesa lotofNativestudentshave. 
I’m more of a survivor of a broken 
home.” 

Schacher started an under- 
graduate degree at the University 


.of Toronto and worked with inner 


city Natives at the Anishnawbe 
Health Centre in Toronto. Then the 
U of A’s Native programme at-

tracted him, and he’sbeena booster 
ever since. 

“Tt certainly has been the most 
successful programme here in 
terms of recruiting Native stu- 
dents,” he says. 

The health problems that plague 
Natives in Canada can be best 
treated by Native doctors, says 
Schacher, not only medically but 
also through leading by example. 
Diabetes, tuberculosis, and alco- 
holism aren’t the whole story, he 
says. 

“I think those are symptoms of a

bigger underlying problem, which 
is lack of pride and what the school 
system did by taking kids away 
from their families and bringing 
them up to be ashamed to be Na- 
tive.” 

Schacher is now on rotation at 
the University Hospital, so he’s on 
call every fourth night. He doesn’t 
get a lot of sleep, but he says he’s 
glad tobe working with real people. 

“Textbooks by themselves are a 
little dreary. Once you get with the 
patients, you get sort of a resur- 
gence and you realise what you're 


Workplace justice 


Women still have a long way to go

The “For Justice in the Work- 
place” workshop, held on campus 
Saturday, made women partici- 
pants aware of some issues that 
exist in the workplace that they 
hadnotconsidered or thought were 
under better control. 

The workshop, co-sponsored by 
Edmonton Working Women and 
the Misner/Margetts Women’s 
Research Centre, was set up to 
educate and find solutions to prob- 
lems women face in the workplace 
such as sexual harassment, em- 


* ployment and pay equity, domes- 
! tic workers, and maternity leave. 


Eileen Morouney described the 
tedious procedure required to file 
asexual harassmentcomplaintand 
the barriers surrounding it. 

The process most women un- 
dergois through the Human Rights 
Commission. Many women find 
this route takes too long and is 
discouraging because settlements 
are unsatisfactory. Womenarealso 
forced to sign a gag order, which 
prevents women from going pub- 
lic with the details of the case. 

Morouney said the Human 
Rights Commission, in trying to be 
impartial, is limiting access tomuch 
needed legal and moral support 
for women. 

In order to create a level playing 
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field for all parties involved, com- 
plainants are discouraged to have 
a lawyer and involve groups or 
MLA’s. If the media becomes in- 
volved, cases of sexual harassment 
may be dropped because of the 
negative publicity. 

One participant, Marilyn Jones, 
said: “I appreciated hearing some 
of the personal experiences that 
women shared, because it gave 
insight into areas that you may not 
know about personally and it can 
change your involvement and 
opinion on things.” 

Workshop participants con- 
cluded that the treatmentof women 
in the workplace does not have 
easy, immediate solutions. 

“This is an ongoing problem. 
This is something we're going to 
have to continually work on,” said

Campus nuclear site explored by students

There is an actual functioning 
nuclear reactor right here on cam- 
pus. Sound surprised? This fellow 
certainly was, but the twenty fe- 
male engineering and science stu- 
dents who attended a tour of the 
facility last Wednesday seemed to 
take everything in stride. 

The tour was organized by 
UAYs, a branch of WISEST 
(Women In Scholarship, Engineer- 
ing, Science and Technology) and 
coincided with the UAYs Novem- 
ber supper meeting. 

The low power nuclear reactor, 
provided by Atomic Energy of 
Canada, is housed in the Dentistry / 
Pharmacy building, and has been 
used for a wide range of purposes, 
from environmental studies to 
studies of commercial processes to 
studies in anthropology. 

For example, some years ago 
anthropologists used the reactor to 
examine the chemical make-up of 
various Inuit copper artifacts and 
compared them to European 
smelted copper used on the hull of 
the H.M.S. Investigator, a ship sent 
to find the ill fated Franklin expe- 
dition, toseeif the Inuithad smelted 
the copper themselves. 

For those fearing some sort of ill 
dealings between staff at the reac- 
tor and, say, some aggressive 
Middle Eastern power looking to 
buy Uranium 235, rest assured that 
within the core there is less than 
one kilogram of uranium, which is 
not enough to even start thinking

about building a bomb. 

Margaret Ann Armour, the Vice- 
Chair of WISEST, says the group 
and its various branch groups are 
loosely organised support groups 
forwomeninnon-traditional career 
fields. Tours like the one last 
Wednesday are held every year. 

Katherine Tauscher, a fourth 
year genetics student, says she be- 
came involved in UAYs last year 
after hearing about it from friends, 
andisavery enthusiasticsupporter 
of the group. 

“It'sa wonderful programme for 
women to make connections in 
their fields and other fields of sci- 


ence.” 

Because many careers in science 
and engineering are traditionally 
male-dominated, she also sees the 
group as a way of making inroads.

History neglects African 
American women

The role of African American 
women in history must no longer 
be overlooked by historians. 

This was the main theme of a 
discussion Thursday featuring 
Leslie Schwalm of the University 
of Iowa. Schwalm is a specialist in 
the history of women’s slavery 
during the American civil war,and 
she discussed African American 
women’s history withSusan Smith, 
a professor of Women’s Studies 
and History at the University of 
Alberta. 

While both Schwalm and Smith 
have researched slightly different 
areas of African American 
Women’s History, both agreed that 


the subject has been neglected far 


too long. : 
“This subject still begs for histo- 
rians’ attention,” remarked 


Schwalm, adding that the way we 
approach history has also had an 
effect as to why there is this void. 

“The invisibility of African 
American women in libraries has a 
great deal to do with how we ap- 
proach history.” 

Schwalm and Smith both placed 
a heavy emphasis not only on the 
lack of research on African Ameri- 
can women during the civil war, 
but the importance of the roles they 
played in shaping history. 

“African American women were 
not passive observers from the 


transition of slavery to freedom.” 

Schwalm went on to say that in 
order for our attitudes to change 
towards the crucial role that Afri- 
can American women play in his- 
tory, we must examine our present- 
day ideas about the past as well as 
the past itself. 

“This means re-interrogating the 
past but also re-interrogating our 
own ideas about the past.” 

Smith added that African 
American women’s history is there, 
butit is just a matter of uncovering 
it and studying it. 

“Black women’s history is 
available to us, wejust have to seek 
it out.”

say no to nukes

The controversy of nuclear en- 
ergy has reached around the world 
and now the centre of that contro- 
versy may be coming to Alberta. 

Greenpeace was on campus last 
week encouraging University of 
Alberta students to sign a petition 
protesting a provincial government 
plan to build a nuclear reactor 
around either Fort McMurray or 
Lloydminster. 

The purpose of the Candu-3 re- 
actor would be toaid the petroleum 
industry in separating oil from tar 
sand. To counter the possibility of 
nuclear energy coming to Alberta, 
Greenpeace, the Environmental 
Resource Centre, and other envi- 
ronmentalists have formed the “No 
Candu Coalition of Alberta”. They 
hope to bring awareness of “the 
dangers of nuclear power.” 

Louise Swift of the Environ- 
mental Resource Centre, believes 
the reactors are not only extremely 


’ costly to taxpayers, but also very 


dangerous to humanity. 

“We all have concerns about the 
advent of nuclear power in 
Alberta.” 

Swift said what frightens her the 
mostis the waste created by nuclear 
reactors. Uraniumshesayshasonly 
two purposes and those are for 
nuclear weapons and toxic waste. 

Stan Gray, a member of 
Greenpeace who has dedicated 
much of his time fighting the use of 
nuclear energy, criticises Canadian 
nuclear energy in the Greenpeace 
report he authored. He speaks of 
Ontario Hydro and the Candu-6 
reactor there. The purpose of that 
reactor is for electricity and Gray 
says it is frighteningly close to 
Chernobyl. Hesays that “the safety 
factors and licensing requirements 
for these systems have been grossly 
violated. As a result, the public 
protection net wasn’t there. At

times, we have edged close to the 
Chernobyl-type scenario.” 

Gray is speaking about themany 
close calls thenuclear reactors have 
had during their operation. 

However, Larry Shewchukof the 
public affairs department of 
Atomic Energy of Canada Ltd. 
disagrees with Gray, Swift and 
Greenpeace. He says that while 
there have been close calls in 
Ontario, thatis because the original 
designs for the reactors were 
modified by their own engineer. 
Shewchuck said this is where the 
problemsarose, and that theCandu 
reactors are safe if original designs 
are followed. 

Shewchuck also said that while 
the US and the former Soviet Union 
use nuclear waste for military 
purposes, Canada uses it for ra- 
diation treatment of cancer. Hesays 
70-90 per cent of the world’s cancer 
radiation material comes from 
Canadian nuclear energy plants. 

“Tf you shut down nuclear en- 
ergy here, you also shut down the 
world cancer radiation 
supply...People are going to get 
cancer and you have to treat that 
cancer.” 

Shewchuck said he doubts the 
possibility of a Candu-3 reactor in 
Alberta. Notbecause of Greenpeace 
but because of the economy. 

“With the directions of the world 
economy and oil prices, I don’t 
think it will happen.” 

Gray said he and other 
Greenpeace members will be glad 
if Shewchuk’s prediction is correct 
and Alberta stays nuclear free.

Re: “Biz student objects to mand. 
English” (Gateway, November 24) 
Dear Mr. Dell, in addition to “the 
English majors and other Arts 
students...thinking [you’re] an ig- 
noramus spouting off,” you might 
also add at least one business stu- 
dents to your list: me. Personally, I 
completed the degree you are now 
seeking (B.Comm) several years ago 
and have, since that time, worked 
for both large and small companies 
as well as having owned my own 
company for six years. 
Recognising the generalisability 
of one individual’s experiences, al- 
low me to say that, for me, it was the 
rich and textured knowledge which 
I gained from novels—not business 
textbooks—that was most beneficial 
to me in my business endeavours. 
As I see it Mr. Dell, there are at 
least two strong arguments to be 
made for your having to study En- 
glish and both underscore the diffi- 
culty I have with your advocating 
the separation of structure and con- 
tent. First, as a student of business 
Mr. Dell, you are (unfortunately?) 
likely to occupy a position of some 
power and influence in our society 
at some point in your life. For this 
reason, as a future professor of busi- 
ness, I feel it is very much my obliga- 
tion to ensure that students such as 
yourself have some sense of the re- 
sponsibility that goes with that 
power. Recognising this, in teaching

Small Business Management (BUS 
424) to a group of your peers this 
term, the first reading I assigned 
was “In the Penal Colony” by Franz 
Kafka which I consider to be an ex- 
emplar of organisational theory. The 
richness and subtlety of Kafka’s short 
story—as well as his novels—far 
surpass any of the boiled down ver- 
sions of organisational life to be 
found in the textbooks of business. 
However, it appears from your let- 
ter that you would rather be spared 
this textuality and would prefer, in- 
stead, that we teach you the “gram- 
mar” of business without the nui- 
sance of its content. This, Mr. Dell, is 
not something that I, at least, am 
prepared to do, which leads me to 
my second argument. 

The idea that we in the business 
schools can simply provide you with 
the “rules of the game” and then 
send you out into the world is based 
upon the assumption that the win- 
ner is the player with the best strat- 
egies for playing an unchanging 
game. However, largely as a result 
of insights from literary studies, soci- 
ology and philosophy, business aca- 
demics (e.g. M. Porter) are now 
realising that the real “competitive 
advantage” in business is obtained 
by understanding the manner in 
which these rules are transformed 
over time (i.e. by changing the rules 
of the game) By studying great work 
of “fiction,” Mr. Dell (something 
strongly advocated byT. Peters), you 
are probably getting a better knowl- 
edge of this process than you will 
from any business textbook or pro- 


fessor, but apparently you're not 
interested. Too bad. 

For many years Mr. Dell, business 
has privileged the structures of soci- 
ety over its content and, in this man- 
ner, has achieved many gains. These 
gains, however, havenotcome with- 
out a price: content. If business— 
and in particular, business academ- 
ics—are to play a continuing role in 
society, it should no longer be the 
distillation of life down to economic 
transactions; instead, that role 
should be the facilitation of life in its 
infinite complexity. I’ve chosen the 
latterrole, Mr. Dell. How about you?

The Students’ Union has a number of 
departments that many students donotknow 
about. One such example is the Students’ 
Union’s Research Department thatis located 
in the Room 259 of SUB. 

In one form or another, the Research 
Department has been around since 1986 and 
has offered information about student 
concerns to the student union executive, 
student councillors, students-at-large, 
members of federal and provincial 
governments, and the media. 

Often thatinformation comes directly from 
students through questionnaires, telephone 
conversations, and one-on-one or group 
interviews. Information flows in from other 
student unions across North America 
through computer networks which connect 
with over 2 million sites. Much of this 
information is read and then stored in one of 
3Students’ Union libraries. The final product 
is the creation of research reportson virtually 
all aspects of university student life here in 
Alberta and across Canada. 

So what's the purpose of all these reports? 
Simple. To present data that makes the 
public-at-large, private industry and 


government aware of the concerns students 
face on this campus. In that respect, the 
reports are really a voice for students here at 
the University of Alberta, a voice which may 
otherwise go unheard. 

Examples of those reports include: student 
involvement on tenure committees, tuition 
increases, student employment, universal 
teaching evaluations, day care, year-round 
schooling, housing, and the effects of 
government funding on students. 

What's the bottom line for students? We 
would like students on this campus to feel 
free to come by and see the Research 
Department first hand. You are invited to 
read and copy books, periodicals and reports 
from a library designed to address student 
concerns from a student’s perspective. 

All of this is available to you. Why not 
come by and take advantage of it by asking 
for me. The door is always open.

Lizard Jones and the Temple of Womb

rawing The Line is a photo exhibit 
D put together by the Vancouver 
collective knownas Kissand Tell, 
a group of three artists, Lizard Jones, Per- 
simmon Blackbridge and Susan Steward. 
The exhibit contains 100 photographs that 
represent a variety of lesbian sexual prac- 
tices. The show is interactive and was put 
together by lesbian artists in response to 
debates within the lesbian and feminist 
communities on erotica, pornography, sexual 
representation, censorship, and how we 
formulate our decisions and judgements 
about those same things. 

It is also an interactive exhibit. The pho- 
tographs, all pictures of lesbian sexuality, 
arearranged from least to most controversial 
and women are asked to write on the walls 
and to draw lines when and if they become 
uncomfortable interacting with the images. 

Lizard Jones was brought to Edmonton 
this week by the on-campus Coalition for 
Lesbian and Gay Studies — the GSA, and the 
NFB Women’s Program,ona toursponsored 
by Press Gang Publishers of. Vancouver 
(Drawing the Line is also available as a post- 
card book published by Press Gang). Lizard 
gave a lively presentation on two nights, 
November 24 and 25, which included a video 
of the show, slides from Drawing The Line 
and a short clip from Kiss and Tell’s new 
work True Inversions a performance piece that 
includes a film by Lorna Boshman. What 
follows is a compilation of my own impres- 
sions of Drawing The Line whenit first opened 
in Vancouver 1988. 


Jean: I remember very clearly the night 
Drawing The Line opened in Vancouver in 1988. 
I wasn't certain what to expect and when I 
walked into the gallery, I was immediately over- 
whelmed by so many images of dyke-sex. I followed 
the photographs to the end, with so many com- 
ments already over and around them and felt I 
was experiencing something quite different and 
very powerful. I was unable on that night to 
actually draw a line anywhere. 

It’s now four years later and I still don’t think 
I would draw a line at all, only this time it’s for 
completely different reasons. Eachand everytime 
I see the photographs, I am reminded of one

woman's comments: she said that looking at 
these pictures of lesbians having sex is not like 
two women having sex, it’s actually three women 
—the two in the photograph and me engaging 
with the image. She was so right. The first time I 
saw these images, I was shocked at seeing what 
our sex looked like. Now, I continue to takea great 
deal of pleasure from the images and wouldn't 
limit that at all. 

Lizard: A photo is seen as “fact”, as “ob- 
jective reality.” No matter how many times 
we are reminded that photos can be set up, 
that the photographer manipulates the cam- 
era and the film, that where the photo is 
cropped canchangeits entire meaning, when 
welookat photographs we react to the content 
of themas though the photographer weren't 
there. The camera becomes a so-called objec- 
tive window on “reality.” 

So makers of photography have an enor- 

“mous power to affect us. The message they 
put in the photos will be seen by most people 
as real. Drawing The Line takes place in the

context of a culture saturated by photo- 
graphs, most of whichare calculated to elicit 
a certain reaction. Advertising and the mass 
media use photography to do everything 
from convincing us to buy a different brand 
of shampoo, to convincing us we should be 
at war. 


The 1987 International Lesbian Day Poster 
created quite a stir in Vancouver with many 
women calling it pornographic and many calling 
it acceptable images of dyke sex. I know it was 
published in a gay community newspaper called 
Angles and many gay businesses refused to carry 
that issue. Our various communities seemed to 
be split within themselves about how to 
contextualize the images; some split into anti- 
pornography vs. anti-censorship camps and the 
debates that ensued were very intense. 

Part of our community is fighting for state 
censorship of sexual imagery, in the form of 
anti-porn legislation. And part of our com- 
munity is struggling against homophobic 
suppression of gay sex. Sometimes both parts 
are in the same person ... where we come 
from, the Vancouver Women’s Bookstore 
won't carry On Our Backs, a lesbian sex 
magazine from San Francisco, because it’s 
pornographic. While just across town, the 
gay bookstore has been repeatedly 
firebombed by right-wing vigilantes. As 
lesbian feminists, we have had to face the 
fact that the state is not the only group that 
decides what we see and read. Laws are not 
the only way to silence people, and the si- 
lencing thatcomes fromourowncommunity, 
or inthe form ofbombscan be mosteffective. 
Yes, the government is huge and powerful, 
but our stand against restrictions is thank- 
fully clear. Itis harder to fight the censorship 
within us ... censorship is so often billed as a 
clear cut issue. In my experience, allegations

of censorship are rarely clear cut. It’s easy to 
say we're against censorship. Are we against 
editorial decision-making? Are we against 
opinions? Which is which? I guess what I’m 
saying is, we can’t ignore those rifts and all 
that muddiness even though, for instance, 
for artists in the USA the issue of censorship 
is very clear right now. State censorship has 
atrickle-downeffect. Community censorship 
and self-censorship do too, and they are 
much more difficult to spot. 

The flip side of this issue is the accusations 
of censorship being hurled at progressive 
activists on campuses across North America. 
Women, people of colour, gays and lesbians 
and other oppressed people have actually 
managed to gain a teeny foothold in 
academia. We have taken a stand against 
sexist curricula, racist history, and 
homophobic harassment. Authority is run- 
ning scared. They’re twisting our words, 
and turning them back at us. The term “po- 
litically correct” is being used to describe 
anyone who speaks up against sexism, rac- 
ism, homophobia. It’s being used as a de- 
rogatory term to imply intolerance. Activ- 
ists are being called “politically correct 
censors” for expressing opinions and taking 
a stand. A friend of mine at art school in 
Vancouver was told she was ina position of 
privilege because she’s a lesbian. This is a 
grave distortion of our reality. We are an 
invisible people, often defining ourselves as 
we go along. We are called upon to make 
judgements. We better know how to make 
them. 


What do you think the relationship is between 
art, or these images, and so-called “reality”? 

An image can affect reality, but it is not 
reality, or even a picture of the reality at the 
time it was taken. This point was driven 


home to me in the making of this show. 
These photos are fairly deliberately con- 
structed, with particular aimsin mind. There 
was a sexual atmosphere, but the models 
were not having sex. You'd be surprised to 
learn which pictures were taken just before 
fits of hysterical laughter, in the midst of 
personal crises, or on a matter-of-fact shoot. 
Reading the reactions to our photographs 
has been amazing. Not only do people see 
them as reality, but they seem to see their 
own reactions as the only reality. 

One woman wrote that she loved the ten- 
derness in the photos, and another woman 
asked why there was no tenderness in any of 
them. And what brings up the most feelings 
for someone begins to overtake the rest of 
the piece. 

One woman interviewer asked us why 
half the pictures were of sadomasochism, 
when ten out of 75 pictures had S&M con- 
tent. One woman said she saw men in line 
between truth or reality and fiction. This isa 
show about imagery, and images are all 
fictions in some way, but are real as images. 
It’s also a show about sex, and we all have 
value judgements about sex, about whenit’s 
real. How do we make these judgements? 


It seems to me that constructing an art show 
that is interactive and revealing, and interro- 
gating the process and machinery behind the 
images, helps to distinguish it from mainstream 
heterosexual pornography which is designed, in 
part, to deny its construction as artifice and to 
make a great deal of money in a flourishing 
industry. 

In True Inversions we tackle the fiction/ 
reality question even more directly. In the 
video segment of the performance, two 
couples interact sexually — one, myself and 
Persimmon, are only on-screen lovers (Ilove 
Persimmon, but she’s not my lover), the 
other couple, Sue and Ali, are lovers off- 
screen. 

The video goes back and forth between 
them. “Is there any real sex in the video?” is 
a question for viewers. Throughout the video, 
the crew is visible, the construction of the 
shots is visible. What's real about video? 
About any video? 

The closing segment of True Inversions is 
about memory, desire and personal history. 
Part of itis about defining ourselves and our 
lovers in relation to our families. As lesbians, 
often trapped in various closets, the reality 
of our lives can change completely depend-

ing on who we are talking to. Which is real? 
What we say in real life? Or what we think 
about saying? 

We all seem to know what we think real 
sex is, but it’s not that easy to define. In 
Drawing The Line, we tried to subvert the 
tendency to attach truth and fiction labels to 
photos by using the same two models in a 
diversity of photos and by being frank about 
our process. People still read a reality into 
the images and then couldn’t see it as their 
own perception. Drawing The Line is a show 
aboutmany things—about lesbianism, about 
censorship, about sexuality, about artistic 
accessibility. But what holds these things 
together in this piece is one thing: the power 
of imagery and especially the power of the 
photograph. 


Drawing The Line will be coming to the 
Latitude 53 Gallery in early June of 1993. 

The exhibition will be open to the entire 
public.

/ Ramsey’s Soul Revival has 
landed and has already begun 
to spread its message of free love and 
promiscuous partying throughout the 
general population. 

Playing strong covers of funk classics 
suchas “Take You Higher” by Sly and the 
Family Stone in addition to James Brown’s 
“Get Up Offa That Thing” and “Make It 
Funky,” the Revival knows howto punch 
it up and keep it high. They also included 
songs like “Oyo Como Va” by Santana, as 
well as the classic blues tune “Georgia” in 
their eclectic repertoire. 

The group was founded by Mark (Sir 
Ramsey, the honorable Judge Funk) 
Ramsey and Tino (Brother Basil) Zolfo 
and includes Mike Loomes, formerly of 
the Withnails, on drums. The Soul 
Revival’s roster isrounded out with Dave 
Aide on keyboards, Gary Wilson on vocals 
and Jackson Langley on guitar, who 
proved that the humanhand canapproach 
speeds close to that of light. 


Ramsey explains that the band came 
together out of common musical inter- 
ests.

Malcolm X has so far been a major power- 
house: a powerhouse of script, a power- 
house of directing, a powerhouse of perfor- 
mance, and a powerhouse of music. This 
film has spawned two albums, the first be- 
ing the soundtrack collection of period songs 
(reviewed in the November 26 Gateway), and 
the second, on the new Forty Acres and a 
Mule Musicworks, Terence Blanchard’s 
Malcolm X: The Original Motion Picture Score. 

It’s very likely that when people think 
about music and Spike’s latest joint, they'll 
remember the charismatic works of Billie 
Holiday, Duke Ellington, John Coltrane, Jr. 
Walker or Sam Cooke. But that’d be one hell 
of an oversight. Terence Blanchard, while 
fairly new at the art of scoring films (his first 
was Lee’s last film, Jungle Fever), has un- 
leashed a massive and noble soundscape to 
the epic story of the slain human rights 
activist and Pan-Afrikanist. 

The Score ignites itself into existence with 
the elemental fire of a lonely trumpet, pas- 
sionate, powerful, as evocative in puresound 


asin the title sequence of the burning Ameri- 
can flag. The motif of the trumpet rising 
above the other instrumentation is in fact the 
metaphor for Malcolm: strong, beautiful, 
yet lonely. 

That the opening sequence works should 
come as no surprise. After all, opening se- 
quences to scores function much like annon- _ 
score works: they are designed to draw at- 
tention to themselves, to function on their 
own terms, instead of merely to accentuate 
or to complement. While many scores suc- 
ceed on this level (as in Ennio Morricone’s 
The Thing) they may failin large part to make 
for enjoyable or inspiring listening when 
separated from their visuals. 

Fortunately this is not the case with 
Malcolm X. 

Blanchard makes effective use of his horn 
section, his strings, but particularly his 
drums. That’s appropriate, given the im- 
portance of drums to the Africentric para- 
digm of music (rhythm-based), even while 
using a European form (orchestral, where 
the paradigm is harmonicly-based). Espe- 
cially in such magnificent tracks as “The 
Fruitof Islam” and “Chickens Come Home,” 
the drums build in intensity, in flavour, 
achieving a fluid, muscular pattern, warm, 
proud, yet militaristicly crisp, even cold at 
times. 

My only regret is that the album, which 
seemsa littlebrief, doesn’tinclude the Imam’s 
“Call to Prayer,” the Muslim song that has 
called worshippers to Allah for almost 1400 
years. Given the brevity of the album, the 
beauty of that piece, its importance to the 
film’s Egypt (Kemet) sequence, and its ab- 
sence from the Soundtrack, I'd really hoped it 
would be included here. Not that I hold that 
against Blanchard, of course. It’s still a great 
album, and the best score I’ve heard since 
James Horner’s Glory.

La raison d’étre de la Faculté Saint-Jean est 
d’abord de permettre aux étudiants 
francophones de poursuivre leurs études 
universitaires dans un milieu assurant une 
culture et un progrés intellectuel d’ inspiration 
frangaise et ensuite de faire bénéficier les 
Anglophones de ce milieu. 


L’espoir de la Faculté est de promouvoir la 
culture francaise en Alberta et de permettre 
aux étudiants de s’exprimer couramment dans 
les deux langues officielles du Canada. 


La Faculté dessert les étudiants capables de 
poursuivre en frangais des études universitaires 
et a pour mission de répondre aux besoins 
particuliers des francophones de 1’Ouest 
canadien. 


Tout centre universitaire se doit d’enrichir 
non seulement intellectuellement mais aussi 
culturellement sa clientéle et la Faculté Saint- 
Jean voit dans la mission particuliére de 
contribuer a |’enrichissement culturel de ses 
étudiants. 


Lorsque nous examinons les buts de la Faculté, 
plusieurs points ressortent: assurer une cul- 
ture et un progrés intellectuel d’inspiration 
francaise, promouvoir celle-ci, poursuivre des 
études au niveau universitaire francais pour 
répondre aux besoins particuliers des 
francophones et enrichir les étudiants 
intellectuellement et culturellement et faire 
bénéficier les anglophones de ce milieu.

Cette fierté est trés importante et 
c’est encore une autre raison de nous impliquer 
et de propager ainsi la culture francaise parmi 
les autres 4 l’extérieur de la Faculté en leur 
faisant comprendre les différences et en leur 
permettant d’apprécier cette belle culture.

corrigeaient pas sévérement car il est de leur 
devoir de nous enseigner le francais 
correctement et non d’accepter nos travaux 
juste pour nous faire plaisir. En fin de compte, 
ils ne nous rendraient pas service et encore ici 
nous serions les perdants.

A ce sujet, quelques groupes se sont formés. 
Ainsi, le FINNRAGE, (réseau féministe international 
de résistance 4 l’ingénérie génétique et reproductive) 
formé en 1984, dénonce les abus particuliers qui 
existent , a savoir |’ information incompléte transmise 
aux femmes de méme que des pressions sur celles-ci 
afin de se soumettre aux N.T.R. et l'utilisation de 
produits hasardés ou non validés. 


Mais, par dessous tout, “On craint la transforma- 
tion de |’étre par la technique. On craint la transfor- 
mation du rdéle de la femme dans la reproduction et la 
réduction de la maternité a une finalité biologique. On 
craint surtout que |’ autorité masculine redéfinisse la 
maternité pour s’en assurer un plus grand contréle. La 
femme y perdrait identité, intégrité et dignité.” 1 


La question qui se présente maintenant est de 
savoir si les N.T.R. ne nous conduiraient pas 4 ne 
considérer la maternité que comme essentiellement 
biologique et ainsi dévaluer le rdle de la femme dans la 
productiond’e. .its? Oh, merveille, nous n’en sommes 
pas encore rendus 1a! En effet, l’étre humain nait 
incomplet. Et, outre les soins, ]’éducation sociale ne 
saurait étre réalisée techniquement. 


Ou, les N.T.R. apparaissent comme un moyen 
d’aliénation des femmes, mais le débat ne s’ arréte pas 
1a. La question demeure complexe. Et les réponses 
sont notre choix de société.
